Seed Rules 

BOISE — Stanley Trcnhallo, 
Idaho' cornmlssloncr of agricul- 
ture, reminds Idaho farmers, 
particularly Magic Valley farm- 
ers, of the rules ' and regula- 
tions concerning bacterial di- 
seases of beans, which have 
been readoptcd for another four 
years-. 

Mr. Trcnhaile said these pro- 
hibit the' planting of any bean 
seed, including their own bean
